Be it enactéd by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecrioN 1. John Sheldon, Henry Gage and H. M. F.
Commtwsionars  1TG€NE, are hereby appointed commissioners to locate,
appoloted o 1o gurvey aud establish a state road commencing at or near
the Luake House, in the town of Osakis, in the county of
Douglas, and running from thence through the west end
of the town of Orancre into the town of Roslyn, to a point
at or near the north end of Maple Lake, from thence
through the township of Lake Mary, in Douglus county,
throunh the north-west corner of Pope county to the near-
est railroad station on the main line of the St. Paul and
* Pacific Railroad near its crossing of the Pomme de Terre
River, in Stevens county.
Sec. 2. The said commissioners ora majority of them,
shall meet at the house of 'W. J. Sheldon, in the town of
Whero and when I308lyn, on or before the first day of April, one thousand

every angle of said road, and shell cause an accurate plat
of the survey and location of said road, together with their
assessment of damages, to be filed in the office of the
county auditor in each county in which it may run, aud
the filing of said plat and assessment of damages, shall be
primsa facie evidence of the correctness of the same, and of
the legal existence of so much ot said road as the said plat
represents.
